HUGH GARARD MONTGOMERY 1920-1958 


“One short sleep past, we wake eternally, 
And death shall be no more:” 


Waynesburg College, an institution with a long history of service to the 
intellectual and spiritual growth of young men and women, feels keenly the 
loss of each alumnus and friend who has, over the years, contributed to this 
tradition. But if sorrow can be measured. in degrees, as surely it can, the 
College ‘heart’ was stricken most deeply by the sudden, tragic death of Hugh 
Garard Montgomery in an automobile accident on July 11, 1958. As an alumnus, 
faculty member, and faithful friend of the College, he evidenced a strong de- 
votion to many phases of College life. We mourn his early, untimely death; 
we honor his many years of dedicated service. 


A son of Walter C. Montgomery, long-time College Trustee, and Grace 
Sayers Montgomery, he was born in Waynesburg, on July 15, 1920. He gradu- 
ated from Waynesburg College with an A.B. degree in the Class of ‘41. There- 
after, he served with the Federal Bureau of Investigations, in Washington, D.C. 
and during World War II saw service in the United States Navy, attaining the 
rank of Lieutenant, U.S. N. R. 


After graduation from the University of Pittsburgh Law School with the 
degree of LLB, he was admitted to the Greene County Bar Association in 1948, 
and practiced in Waynesburg until the time of his death. He was a member of 
the First Baptist Church, where he taught a Sunday School class for several 
years. He was active in many worthwhile civic affairs, and took a keen interest 
in political and governmental matters. 


At the time of his death, he was instructor in economic geography and 
insurance at the College, served as faculty advisor for the Debate Team, and 
was active in the affairs of his social fraternity, Delta Sigma Phi. In his short 
life span, his interests reached into many fields; as a student, patriot, lawyer, 
and civic leader, he brought to each field of endeavor an intense zeal for 
success. 


His death, in the mid-summer of life, is a great loss to his wife, Patricia 
Rinehart Montgomery, his family, our College, and the community, but 
because he lived to serve his fellow man, his memory will live long in the 
heart of all who knew him.

College. So may we in this great year of advance in attendance, in buildings, 
and in college spirit, push back any wilderness of doubt, discouragement, or 
disgust, and rising above them all, make ourselves worthy of the trust reposed 
in us by our parents, our teachers, and our God.
